We find the accounts of the Selectmen and Treasurer have 
been kept with remarkable accuracy and clearness, with vouch- 
ers for all expenditures. There are some bills against the town 
which were not presented owing probably, in part, to the bad 
state of the roads when selectmen were settling, Our report 
shows that the town is now out of debt, with quite a balance 
due from county and in hands of collector.

Suptg School Committee. : 


In the discharge of my duties I have endeavored to carefully 
look after the details, and have made such suggestions to teachers 
and scholars as, in my judgment, would best subserve the inter- 
ests of education. I think Prudential Committees have earn- 
estly tried to procure the best teachers possible for the price 
they could pay, and they have in the main been successful. 
They have also seasonably notified me of the time of the com- 
mencement and close of the schools in their districts, and teach- 
ers have been careful to secure certificates before beginning 
their schools. Failures to comply with the plain provisions of 
the law in these two particulars have been a fruitful source of 
annoyance to the School Committee each year. It gives me 
pleasure to notice another great improvement and that is, the 
absence of tardy marks in the school registers. Only a few 
years ago these marks were a fearful blot upon the pages of the 
school records, and told only too plainly of the apathy of par- 
ents and scholars in school matters. Now they are only the rare 
exceptions. I think, to, that there has been great improvement 
in the matter of regular attendance. There are now compara- 
tively few absent marks. Pupils seem to appreciate the necessi- 
ty of being present every day, in order to realize the full benefit 
of the school. There are still a few exceptions to this, princi- 
pally among the smaller scholars. Parents should carefully con- 
sider this matter. Do not let the child’s inclination determine 
the matter, but let it be the fixed rule that the child is to attend 
school every day, unless sickness, or some other unavoidable cause 
renders it impossible. If your child cannot go to sehool more 
than one or two days in a week, let him or her stay away entire- 
iy, for they cannot keep along with their classes, get discouraged 


themselves, become a source of annoyance to the teacher, and 
cover the record with unsightly marks. Again, do not forget to 
manifest a little interest in their work.at school. Even if you 
cannot spend time with them in their studies, a few well directed 
questions in regard to their progress will be a wonderful stimu- 
lant to their efforts. IfI, as a teaccher, have two pupils of © 
equal mental abilities, I can accomplish more with the one in six 
weeks, if my efforts are supplemented by a little encouragement 
to the child at home, than I can with the other in eight weeks if 
no such encouragement is given. | 


I have visited every school in town twice during each ~ 
term, and the progress of the scholars has been satisfactory, in 
some of the schools eminently so. Some of the summer terms 
and all of the winter terms, with one exception, were under the 
instruction of those whose names are already familiarly and 
favorably known to you as successful teachers. Their work in 
the school room has already received favorable comments in for- 
mer school reports, and I can only reaffirm what has already 
been said of them. ‘Their names appear in the appended table. 
It has seemed to me that the scholars have felt a keener interest 
in their studies than ever before. A few of the classes deserve 
special mention for their proficiency. Among these I may men- 
tion: In district number 3 the class in Common School Arith. 
and the class in Geometry. In thoroughness of detail and com- 
prehensiveness, I have never seen their work excelled. In dis- 
trict number 1, the class in Algebra, and in district number 2, 
the class in Grammar did remarkably well. In the Center dis- 
trict while disclaiming any special credit for the teacher, I think 
the class in Algebra, and also in the National Arith. deserve 
much praise for their close and persistent study. In speaking 
of these classes, let me not be understood as diseriminat- 
ing against any of the other schools or classes. ‘The summer 
schools, almost without exception, were models of excellencey 
and sreat credit is due to both teachers and pupils. 

There was a fall term in four of the districts, which helped 
very materially in awakening the interest of the scholars, and 
placing the agregate of improvement far ahead of what it would 
have been with only two terms. I believe no investment yields 
a quicker or larger dividend than a little addition to the amount 
of our school money. =a 


There seems to be a good deal of antagonism felt towards 
the new school law, but it has already had one good effect, even 
before being put in operation, and that is, to get people to think — 
upon these matters. I have no fears about the education of our 
children, if the matter is brought home to us in such a way that 
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we are obliged to act. Apathy in the matter is what we have 
most to fear. No one at the present time questions the neces- 
sity of doing all we can to raise the standard of education for 
our children, and although our acts may not always be the wisest 
or best, there is no great danger that we shall deliberately go — 
wrong for any great length of time. I counsel you to be charit- 
able in your judgment of the new system, and of the actions of 
those whom you may elect to put it in operation. Let them be 
men (or women) in whose abilities and judgment you have con- 
- fidence and then give them a fair chance. est assured that 
whatever course they may take with our schools, they will do 
only those things which shall seem to them to be for the best 
interests of the town.
